Conservation 
officers take aim 
at Mason’s black 
vulture roost 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life conservation officers will 
begin turning up the heat on 
a roost of black vultures in 
Mason County that by some 
reports is hosting as many as 
500 birds. 

Residents in the German¬ 
town community say the fed¬ 
erally protected birds have 
become unwelcome pests 
and are a threat to livestock. 
Residents also have health 
concerns about the mess ac¬ 
cumulating underneath the 
roost. Efforts to discourage 
the birds from roosting in the 
area have been unsuccessful. 

“I’m aware of the prob¬ 
lem,” said Dr. Jon Gassett, 
commissioner of the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “And 
yes, black vultures have been 
known to attack livestock. 
I’ve had people tell me that 
because of vultures’ federal 
status that there is little that 
can be done. Well, there is 
something that can be done, 
and we are going to do it.” 

Conservation officers 
will use specially designed 
pyrotechnics in the evenings 
as the birds are coming to 
roost to break up the flocks 
and encourage them to spend 
the night elsewhere. The ef¬ 
fort will likely continue for 
several evenings until the 
birds’ roosting patterns have 
changed. 


At the October 12th 
meeting of the Brooksville 
City Council, it was decided 
to pursue a design for a 
Brooksville city flag. A 
committee was formed and 
given the responsibility to 
make plans for the search 
and implementation of a flag 
design. 

It was agreed that any 
resident of Bracken County 


could submit the design. 
The entries will be judged 
anonymously and the entrants 
will be unknown by the city 
council which will make 
the final design selection. A 
$100 prize will be awarded 
for the selected entry. Further 
details will be forthcoming in 
a future issue of The Bracken 
County News. 


Scotty Workman 
apprehended 
after fleeing 
BC Courthouse 

According to informa¬ 
tion provided by the Bracken 
County Sheriff’s Department, 
on Tuesday, January 8, 2013, 
Scotty Workman was being 
transported to the Mason Co. 
Detention Center by Bracken 
Co. Jailer James Cox, after 
having been bound over to 
the Bracken Co. Grand Jury 
on a theft over $500 charge. 
Workman was walking down 
the Courthouse stairs in front 
of Jailer Cox when he turned 
and said “Catch me if you 
can” and started running. 

SheriffHowardNiemeier 
and Deputy Bob Scott were 
in the Sheriff’s office when 
John Workman, of the PVA 
Office, came to the doorway 
and stated that Scotty Work¬ 
man had escaped from the 
Jailer. Sheriff Niemeier and 
Deputy Scott ran outside 
and people were pointing in 
the direction they had seen 
Scotty Workman running. 
They ran across the Brooks- 
ville-Powersville Road and 
Sheriff Niemeier spotted him 
running in an easterly direc¬ 
tion in a wooded area. 

Sheriff Neimeier and 
Deputy Scott continued on 
their foot pursuit and ap¬ 
prehended Scotty Workman 
without further incident. 
Workman was then returned 
to Bracken County Jailer 
James Cox who transported 
him to the Mason County 
Detention Center. 

Workman was subse¬ 
quently charged with Escape, 
2nd degree. 


Shortly after school was 
released on Monday, January 
14th, the Bracken County 
School District experienced 
a tragedy that no school dis¬ 
trict wants, a bus accident 
with children still on the 
bus. 

According to informa¬ 
tion from Sheriff Howard 
Niemeier, the accident was 
essentially a head-on col¬ 
lision in a curve on a one 
lane road. At approximately 
3:37 p.m. emergency person¬ 
nel were called to a bus ac¬ 


cident scene about 3/4 to 1 
mile down Sparks Road in 
the Willow area. Responders 
from the Brooksville and Au¬ 
gusta Fire Departments, were 
joined by EMS crews from 
Bracken and Harrison coun¬ 
ties along with the Bracken 
County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment. Seventeen children 
were thoroughly checked out 
by the EMS crews and two 
were sent to a local hospital 
for precautionary measures 
and were later released. The 
bus driver and the driver of 
the vehicle who collided with 
the bus were were also taken 
to the hospital. The driver of 
the vehicle involved suffered 
a broken ankle. Initially 
thought to be stable, the bus 
driver was transported from 
Harrison County Hospital 
to UK after complications 
arose. 

Upon arriving at the 
scene, Bracken County Su¬ 
perintendent Jeff Aulick was 
impressed and very apprecia¬ 
tive of his school staff mem¬ 
bers and community mem¬ 
bers who dropped everything 
to come to the scene and of¬ 
fer their help with consoling 
the students. He knows the 
district is very lucky to have 
the community support that 
other areas do not receive. 
He commends everyone 
from the EMS, fire, law en¬ 
forcement to those commu¬ 
nity members for their out¬ 
standing efforts to ensure his 
students, our community’s 
children, were checked out 
and kept calm during and af¬ 
ter the incident. 

In looking at the bus 
above, the damage seems 
very minimal, such as the 
dented bumper. But upon a 
closer look, it can be seen 
that the hood was shoved for¬ 
ward and out of line, busting 
the radiator and rendering the 
bus unable to be driven. 

The accident scene was 
cleared by 5:29 p.m. Stu¬ 
dents who were not picked 
up by family members at the 
scene were taken home on 
the replacement bus sent. The 
children were able to stay in 
from the cold on that bus un¬ 
til they were all checked out 
and then taken home.

Ice-Cream Suppers 

When ice cream was a 
luxury rather than a part of 
many normal meals, it was 
great sport to go miles across 
country at an ice-cream sup¬ 
per. Though this function is 
hardly dead as yet, it has so 
changed that I can write its 
obituary. It has been some fif¬ 
teen years since I last attended 
one that had all the earmarks 
of the one and only genuine. 

Most ice-cream suppers 
were ostensibly to raise mon¬ 
ey for some worthy cause, 
usually school or church. 

The women of the com¬ 
munity contributed eggs, milk, 
sugar and flavoring. Some¬ 
times I have seen the cream 
made by dumping all of these, 
raw, into a freezer; I have eaten 
such. Stylish ones cooked the 
materials into—a custard in 
the well or cistern, along with 
the milk, using coolers espe¬ 
cially designed for the spring 


or cistern. Some boy or man 
was dispatched to the county 
seat to get ice and some other 
things that went along with 
the ice cream: candy, chewing 
gum, cigars, soda pop, crack- 
erjack. 

Meanwhile the women 
cooked tea cakes and other 
cookies to be served with the 
cream. 

The great day arrived. 
Dusty buggies and wagons 
hove into sight. 

The stands had been built; 
the ice cream was being manu¬ 
factured in freezers. The other 
things were laid out, beyond 
the reach of bad boys, in the 
stands. Often barkers stood 
a few yards away and called 
the attention of the crowd to 
what could be bought. One 
such boy that I knew smoked 
the fine cigar that others could 
buy merely by stepping up. 
Much-envied boys or men ran 
the stands. I always wanted to 
be one of these and actually 
became one a few times. It 
increased one’s social stand¬ 
ing considerably among the 
smaller boys.

PLUGGING AWAY 


Dry eye syndrome, which 
is a common ocular problem 
that affects 10 to 15 percent of 
all adults, may be caused by 
decreased tear production, poor 
tear film quality, or excessive 
tear evaporation. While 
symptoms can remain mild 
for some dry-eye sufferers, the 
chronic condition poses the 
potential for disabling irritation 
and sight-threatening corneal 
complications for those with 
severe cases. In such severe 
cases, punctal plugs are a 
treatment option. As their name 
indicates, these tiny silicone 
plugs are inserted into the lower 
and/or upper punctum, which 
are tiny ducts on the inside 
portion of each eyelid that 
collect tears produced by the 
lacrimal glands. By blocking 
tear drainage, punctal plugs 
preserve precious tear film.

Howdy Folks! What a 
roller coaster ride we’ve 
been having with the weather 
temperatures of late! Even 
though most of us enjoy it, 
warmer weather is always a 
teaser in January and cold 
weather really needs to 
happen! Let’s hope the cold 
is during January, February 
and early March and not 
Easter Sunday which is 
March 31! Of course, we 
can’t do anything about the 
weather except talk, and 
that’s our two cents’ worth 
for this week! 

Two cents would not 
even begin to touch the 
amount of money spent by 
Kentucky in Fiscal Year 
2011-12 on litter collection 
costs! According to 
the 2011-12 Fiscal Year 
Report from Anthony R. 
Hatton, P.G. Director of the 
Kentucky Division of Waste 
Management, Kentucky’s 
litter collection costs 
totaled $7.7 million for the 
time period! 183,387 miles 
of Kentucky roadways 
were cleaned of 752,842 
bags of litter at an average 
cost of fifty-one cents per 
pound, up from forty-six 
cents in 2010. While the 
litter abatement campaigns 
across the Commonwealth 
have been successful in the 
sense that the amount of 
litter thrown out is being 
reduced, the cost of disposal 
continues to increase. 
Consider these facts - the 
average landfill disposal 
rate is $34.79 per ton. When 
all costs are included, the 
average cost of one ton of 
litter is $ 1,020! Most of the 
items found on roadways are 
plastic bottles, aluminum 
cans and food containers. 
If individuals became more 
responsible and disposed 
of their garbage when they 
reached their destination, 
taxpayers could get a better 
return for their tax dollars! 
These monies could be 
channeled into educational 
activities, road repair, 
senior aid or any number 
of economically strapped 
programs. 

Of course, probably 90 
to 95% of litter could be 
recycled and nationally, the 
recycling rate for aluminum 
cans has risen from 55.4% 


in 2001 to 65% in 2011. 
Industry leaders would like 
to get this number up to 
nearly 100% because these 
land filled cans represent 
a huge loss of natural 
resources and money. This 
is money that could belong 
to the consumer if collected 
and then sold at any 
number of buy-back centers 
nationwide, or donate 
them to organizations such 
as Habitat for Humanity 
which use the proceeds to 
build homes for qualifying 
families. Glass containers 
remain steady at a recycling 
rate of 31%, and the 
recycling rate for plastic is 
slowly rising from 22% in 
2001 to 29% in 2011. 

Increases in plastic 
recycling would benefit 
everyone according to 
Klean Industries, Inc., a 
Canadian Energy Solutions 
Company and the Dow 
Chemical Company. These 
two industry leaders have 
announced their intent to 
collaborate over the next 
three years to recover energy, 
chemicals and oil from end- 
of-life waste plastics that 
would otherwise be sent to 
landfills. The recovery of 
these waste plastics for their 
energy value alone provides 
an opportunity to reduce 
dependence on fossil fuels 
so it is important for us, 
John Q. Public to become 
good stewards and provide 
the recycling material for 
companies so that our 
natural resources can be 
conserved and preserved 
for generations to come! 

A quick glance at the 
calendar reminded us that 
the Recycling Center will 
be closed on Monday 
in observance of Martin 
Luther King, Jr.’s birthday. 
Trailers will be rotated to 
Berlin and Foster, but we 
will be unable to empty any 
trailers. The Christmas rush 
seems to have subsided, 
so hopefully, this will not 
inconvenience too many 
folks! Remember, all 
recycling material can 
go into one bag making 
it easier to RECYCLE, 
REUSE and REDUCE 
to keep God’s earth clean, 
green and beautiful! Be 
seein’ you - Bin & Bug .
